Gunnery Snip Gets sway Sunday

The b.' • war ship Lancaster, 
tbe 


largest vessel of the old navy now afloat, 
and in commission, left the navy yard 
at 8:30 Sunday morning in command of 
Thomas Perry, U. S. N., and sailed for 
Port Eoyal, S. C. 


The ship was never in better shape, 


and she presented » handsome picture 
as she steamed away from the dock and 
headed out to sea. The big tnjt Piscat- 
aqua, in command of Mate J. L. Yen- 
nard, stood by and accompanied tbe 
big ship ont beyond Fort Conatitntioa. 
The Lancaster has aboard sixty yonag 
men who are to receive a thorough ed- 
ucation in gunnery, and will be grade- 
ated gun captains, which is tbe new 
position recently provided for on war 
ships. 


The young men were selected frpm 


the crews on tbe Indiana, New York, 
Texas, Brooklyn and Massaobttsetti. 
Tbe Lancaster will go direct to Port 
Royal, and will anchor about eight 
miles from that station, and remain 
there and drill her apprentice gunners.

can be treated in a similar manner, so 
that a ciiculation of air can be had. 


Now nail the sides to the bottom, 


and the front and back to the bottom 
and sides. Between the two peaks nail 
a strip of wood to form a ridge pole, 
against which the upper ends of the 
board forming the roof are to be nailed. 
Next put on the top, nailing it secure- 
y to the ridgepole, the top edges of the 
front and back, and also to the upper 
dge of the sides. 
Under the front and back nail a 


piece of joist to raise the floor of. the 
keuuel from the ground. When this is 
done, look inside and see that there is 
no nail ends visible to tear the dog's 
skin or stick into him when he lies 
down. 


A staple with a chain attached, to the 


end of which may be a snap, can be 
driven in at one side of the front if it 
is desired to keep the dog fastened. If 
necessary a door may be fitted to close 
the hole in front at night, so as to keep 
the dog warmer in winter, but you 
must never forget to open it in the 
morning, as it would be very disagree- 
able for a dog to be shut in so small 
a place when he is awake. 
If it is 


thought desirable to paint the kennel 
the nail holes should be puttied up and 
the entire outside treated to several 
successive coats. A light colored paint 
is best. 


Always place plenty of straw on the 


floor of the kennel to make a soft bed 
for your dog. He will be more grate- 
ful to you in his canine way than you 
have any idea of.

At tho first appearance of the de- 


structive currant worm, prompt action 
is necessary if complete relief be de- 
sired, as the voracious appetite of this 
pest is wonderful, and the plants are 
rapidly denuded of their leaves. Prob- 
ably the best remedy is white helle- 
bore, which may be used without fear 
of injury in its contact with the fruit. 
It may be applied diluted in water and 
syringed on the leaves, or the plants 
may first be syringed with water and 
the powder dusted over them, or the 
latter following a rain. For a small 
number of plants the powder dusted 
will perhaps be found the best, as it 
seems to attach itself more lastingly 
to the leaves. A second application, 
about ten days after the first, will 
usually be found necessary.
